Non-emergency 

calls still flood 
911, stats show 


46% of calls. Numbers 
down but keep adding 
undue stress to system

Edmonton police are starting 
to make a dent in the number 
of non-emergency 911 calls, 
but the amount remains stub¬ 
bornly high. 

Data obtained by Metro 
shows that, in the first five 
months of this year, 46 per 
cent of the calls that came into 
911 were for issues operators 
deemed non-emergencies. 
That’s down from 58 per cent 
in the first five months of 2013. 

Supt. Kevin Galvin said the 
police see strong signs that 
public-awareness campaigns 
around the force’s non-emer¬ 


gency numbers work, but then 
they seem to fade. 

“We see really great results 
immediately after the program 
and for a veiy short period and 
then we find ourselves in a sim¬ 
ilar cycle again,” he said. 

Galvin said police are look¬ 
ing at ways to better drive 
home the message. 

“We think in order to get 
the longer-term results with 
this kind of campaign it just 
needs to be on the calendar to 
be rolled out at the same time 
eveiy year,” he said. 

Surjit Rai, a marketing 
instructor at NATT’s JR Shaw 
School of Business, said that 
long-term messaging is often 
the hardest to get out. 

“You’re looking at a perma¬ 
nent change in behaviour, and 
that takes time,” he said. “Mak¬ 
ing that part of the public ver¬ 
nacular is going to take months 
if not years.”

While the number of 911 
calls is rising, police have man¬ 
aged to bring down the num¬ 
bers of bypass calls, where a 
911 call is forced into the non¬ 
emergency system because of 
high volume. 

Galvin said they have added 
more staff to reduce those calls 
but are also looking at how to 
better allocate resources to 
busier times. 

“We have about 15 years 
worth of phone data, so we 
know there are spikes in calls at 
certain times of the day, certain 
times of the year.”

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Workplace safety 


Administrative 
penalty for 
Calgary firm 

A Calgaiy roofing company 
has earned the dubious 
distinction of being the first 
Alberta company hit with 
an administrative penalty 
over workplace safety. 

Western Weather 
Protector Ltd. was hit with 
the penalty on April 23 and 
recently paid the $2,500 
fine over concerns about 
fall protection at one of its 
job sites. 

Alberta recently trained 
new occupational health 
and safety peace officers 
who are empowered to levy 
the penalties and ticket 
individual workers. So far, 
officers have also ticketed 
seven individual workers 
for not adhering to proper 
safety standards on job 
sites. 

Minister of Jobs, Skills, 
Training and Labour Kyle 
Fawcett said he believes 
the penalty will show the 
province is paying attention 
to workplace safety. 

“We believe that does 
show that we are veiy 
serious about making sure 
that businesses adhere to 
the occupational health and 
safety code,” he said. 

With many employ¬ 
ers scrambling to fill jobs, 
Fawcett said a good safety 
record is something that 
needs to be watched closely. 

“We do have a veiy tight 
labour market here in this 
province, and workers have 
their choice amongst which 
employers they want to 
work for,” he said. 

Previously the govern¬ 
ment had focused on 
stop-work orders as tools of 
enforcement, but Fawcett 
said they wanted to have 
more tools to make sure 
Albertans are safe on the

Pianist gets career 
encore in Canada 




Sara Davis Buechner. 

U.S. concert scene 
shunned musician 
after she came out as a 
transgender woman 


Classical pianist Sara Davis 
Buechner played with some 
of the most prestigious or¬ 
chestras in the United States, 
winning praise from pres¬ 
idents and capturing awards 
that pointed to a promising 
career as one of the best in 
the world. 

But back then, she was a 


man named David. 

When Buechner came 
out publicly as a transgender 
woman in 1998, the musician 
risked it all, lost it all and has 
been working over the past 
decade in Canada to get it 
back again. 

“Canada was my salvation 
in many ways,” said Buech¬ 
ner, 54, before a recent con¬ 
cert in Montreal. She is to 
play in Edmonton on Mon¬ 
day, part of a packed schedule 
that matches the 60 concerts 
a year she performed during 
the height of her career as a 
man. 

But there is no more New 


York Philharmonic. No Amer¬ 
ican Symphony Orchestra in 
Carnegie Hall. 

“It seemed like the skies 
were certainly open to a lot 
of big orchestras and that all 
just closed down. It was just 
gone,” recalled Buechner. 

After coming out, she was 
shut out of the conservative 
concert scene in the U.S. and, 
despite earning some money 
teaching children piano les¬ 
sons, was on the verge of be¬ 
coming homeless. 

So she moved north. 

“The conductors and pre¬ 
senters in Canada were much 
more open, because they 


hadn’t really known me,” 
Buechner said. “They judged 
me on the music itself.” 

It’s important for her to 
stand up and show people 
they don’t have to be afraid 
to be who they are, she said. 

“I wonder and kind of 
hope that stories like that 
become more and more rare 
as the years go by, so that it’s 
not a huge deal when some¬ 
one is transgender, when 
someone is gay, when some¬ 
one is green,” Buechner con¬ 
cluded with a laugh. 

“Human beings just come 
in all those varieties.”

Folk Festival 
lovers scramble for tickets 
after network glitch 


Hundreds of prospective Ed¬ 
monton Folk Festival-goers 
were left stranded over the 
weekend after a website crash 
halted the sale process for the 
coveted summer music festival. 

Starting Saturday at 7 a.m., 
approximately 2,300 tickets 
were sold in person to Edmon¬ 
tonians who had lined up at 
Telus Field for their festival ac¬ 
cess. Later in the day, online 
sales kicked off on Ticketmaster 
and the festival’s website. 

While Ticketmaster pro¬ 
ceeded to sell out on its share 
of tickets, the festival’s own 
website crashed, leaving tickets 
still available well into Sunday 
afternoon. The unsold tickets 
remaining after the site crash 
were given to Ticketmaster for 
resale. 

“Every year it’s a sellout; we 
feel real fortunate for the pick¬ 
up,” said festival spokesperson 
Kathy Morin. “In the last few 
years, the festival office has 
done a lot of research into how 



to sell tickets in a fair way.” 

The festival’s producer Teny 
Wickham said event organizers 
had wanted to slow down ticket 
sales, but not in this way. 

“We know there are a lot of 
disappointed people out there,” 
he added. “We’re doing every- 
thing we can to get the message 
out so we could get the tickets

Sherritt said player repre¬ 
sentatives expressed some 
frustration on a lengthy con¬ 
ference call Saturday night, 
but ultimately he hopes this 
will be a deal people can sup¬ 
port. 

“It’s really tough. It’s one 
of those things where that 
call could probably have gone 
on 10 hours,” he said. 

Sherritt said he knows 


there will be players who are 
left unhappy. 

He said the players’ as¬ 
sociation would schedule a 
vote on the deal soon and he 
knows there is still work to 
be done. 

“We know until it’s signed 
and until the players agree to 
it, nothing is set in stone,” he 
said. 

He said players are ob¬ 
viously not getting eveiy- 
thing they wanted, but it’s 
something they can live with. 

“We wanted our cap a lit¬ 
tle bit higher, but it’s negotia¬ 
tions; you are not going to get 
it all and you are not going to 


win eveiything,” he said. 

Eskimos head coach Chris 
Jones said he has been doing 
his best to ignore the contract 
talks and focus on getting the 
team ready for the season. 

“We did a nice job of doing 
business as usual. We came in 
and did what we needed to 
do,” he said.

Experts warn about the 
danger of oversharing, 
but parent is unshaken

It’s a bird, it’s a plane — no, 
it’s the Vanderzyde van, 
with the family re-imagined 
as superhero figures on the 
back. 

Edmonton mother Tiffany 
Vanderzyde said she won’t 


be removing the stickers any 
time soon, despite calls from 
privacy experts cautioning 
parents on the dangers of 
oversharing. 

“I have a minivan; I’m not 
hiding anything. I feel like 
people can tell I’m a mother,” 
said Vanderzyde. 

According to Carmi Levy, 
an Ontario-based technology 
analyst and journalist, the 
stickers might share more 
private details than parents 
would think. 

“They’re not just cute, 
but they inadvertently share 
large amounts of personal 
information with large num¬ 


bers of complete strangers,” 
Levy said. 

Advertising a family’s 
likes and dislikes can be dan¬ 
gerous, Levy added. 

“In and of itself, those fig¬ 
ures may not seem like it’s 
problematic, but once you 
start combining it with other 
pieces of data that a motiv¬ 
ated attacker can very easily 
assemble, you’re essentially 
leaving your front door un¬ 
locked,” he continued. 

While privacy experts are 
issuing warnings, Edmonton 
police haven’t had any re¬ 
ports in which such stickers 
aided local criminals. 



Downtown needs daycares 



Sebastian Hanlon’s now three- 
year-old son was on daycare 
waiting lists before he was 
even bom. 

Hanlon put his son on four 
wait lists while he and his wife 
were expecting because day¬ 
care space was so hard to find 
near their downtown home. 

“By the time my wife was 
going back to work, there was 
one daycare that had a spot for 
us,” he said. 

Given his own stmggles, 
Hanlon said he’s glad to hear 
the city is looking at doing 
more to promote daycare 
spaces. 

Councillors passed a mo¬ 
tion this week asking city ad¬ 
ministration to look into steps 
Edmonton could take, through 
zoning or other measures, to 
create more daycares down¬ 


town. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city gets other amenities from 
developers currently, so there 
might be an opportunity to in- 
centivize daycare space. 


“I think what might be 
more valuable to the neigh¬ 
bourhood than a sculpture is a 
bay in the main floor that has 
kids in it,” he said.

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Las Vegas. Two police 
officers and a shopper 
killed in shooting spree 


Search widens for 
Quebec jail escapees 



Two suspects shot and killed 
two police officers at a Las 
Vegas eatery Sunday before 
fatally shooting a third per¬ 
son and killing themselves 
inside a nearby Wal-Mart, au¬ 
thorities said. 

The spree began late Sun¬ 
day morning when a man and 
woman walked into CiCi’s 
Pizza and shot at point-blank 
range two officers who were 
eating lunch, Las Vegas police 
spokesperson Lariy Hadfield 
said. 

The suspects then fled 
to the Wal-Mart across the 
street, where they fatally 
shot a person inside and then 
killed themselves in an appar¬ 
ent suicide pact, he said. 

“I am devastated by the 
news today of two officers 
and an innocent bystander 
who were murdered in an act 
of senseless violence,” Gov. 
Brian Sandoval said in a state¬ 
ment. “My thoughts and pray¬ 
ers go out to the victims and 
their families.” 

One of the suspects yelled, 


“This is a revolution,” but 
the motive for the shooting 
remains under investigation, 
Hadfield said. 

“We don’t know anything 
about the suspects yet and 
are trying to learn more,” 
Hadfield told The Associated 
Press. “I think in any case 
where people are ambushed 
and shot it’s upsetting to the 
public.” 

Clark County Assist¬ 
ant Sheriff Kevin McMahill 
said the male suspect yelled 
“eveiyone get out” before the 
shooting at Wal-Mart. The 
suspects then walked to the 
back of the store. 

Wal-Mart employees and 
shoppers were taken to a 
nearby clothing store to be 
interviewed by police. The 
restaurant and Wal-Mart re¬ 
mained closed as detectives 
processed evidence. 

McMahill said the investi¬ 
gation is “veiy complex” be¬ 
cause it involves more than 
1,000 witnesses.

Brazen jailbreak. 

Police on alert across 
Canada and abroad for 
inmates who escaped 
in helicopter that 
landed in courtyard 


The search widened Sunday 
for three Quebec inmates fa¬ 
cing murder charges who used 
a helicopter to make a brazen 
escape from jail a day earlier. 

Authorities were put on 
alert across the province, in 
the rest of Canada and in the 
United States, according to 
Quebec provincial police. 

“We have co-operation with 
all the police forces across the 
countiy and abroad also,” said 
Sgt. Gregory Gomez. 

“We have many, many of¬ 
ficers who are scattering all 
the areas possible. Investiga¬ 
tors are, of course, checking 


every lead.” 

Police were reluctant to 
provide many details about 
their investigation for fear the 
escapees could be monitoring 
media reports. The escapees 
were identified as Yves Denis, 
35, Denis Lefebvre, 53, and 
Serge Pomerleau, 49. 

The men fled from the 
Orsainville Detention Cen¬ 


tre in suburban Quebec City 
around 7:45 p.m. with the help 
of a helicopter. 

The facility is lined with 
barbed-wire fencing and fea¬ 
tures a watch post. 

The chopper landed in a 
courtyard of the detention cen¬ 
tre then quickly took off again 
heading west, police said. 

It’s the second helicopter 


jailbreak in the province in 15 
months. 

The three men were being 
held at the detention centre 
waiting to stand trial. It was 
not immediately clear what 
charges they were facing. 

The suspects hadn’t been 
apprehended by press time 
Sunday.

King of Spain 
nears abdication 
in favour of son 

Spain’s King Juan Carlos 
has presided over his last 
military parade before 
abdicating in favour of 
his son. 

Prince Felipe ac¬ 
companied the king at 
Sunday’s annual Armed 
Forces Day ceremony 
that honours those who 
died in the service of the 
nation. 

Also Sunday, a new 
poll showed most citizens 
want a referendum to de¬ 
cide whether Spain should 
remain a monarchy. 

Pollster Metroscopia 
found that 62 per cent 
of respondents said they 
wanted a referendum on 
the monarchy “at some 
point.” A majority also 
said they favoured the 
king’s abdication. 

The poll was published 
Sunday in El Mundo 
newspaper. 

The prince is due to be 
proclaimed King Felipe VI 
on June 19.

Donations 
continue to grow 
for hero, victims 

More than $60,000 has 
been donated online for 
the victims and hero of the 
shooting that left one dead 
and two injured at a small 
Seattle university. 

As of Sunday afternoon, 
a fundraising page for 
Jon Meis, a student who 
pepper-sprayed and tackled 
the gunman Thursday at 
Seattle Pacific University, 
had grossed more than 
$44,000. A fundraising page 
to cover the costs of Paul 
Lee’s funeral and Sarah 
Williams’ medical care is 
nearing $13,000. Another 
page started by Williams’ 
family had raised nearly 
$5,000. More donations are 
expected. 

A lone gunman armed 
with a shotgun opened fire 
in a university building, 
killing 19-year-old Lee 
and wounding 19-year-old 
Williams, who remains hos¬ 
pitalized. The other injured 
student has been released 
from the hospital.

Bangkok. Faced with 
threat of jail by the 
military, anti-coup 
activists get creative, 
turn to social media 


Activists protesting last 
month’s military coup in 
Thailand face a possible two- 
year jail term if they get too 
strident, so on Sunday they 
found a new way to show 
their sentiments: handing out 
“sandwiches for democracy.” 

A small group of student 
activists from Bangkok’s 
Thammasat University had 
hoped to hold a picnic rally, 
but they found the park next 
to their campus sealed off by 
the authorities. Instead they 
paraded down a nearby street, 
handing out sandwiches and 
cakes to anyone who wanted 
them. One older man accom¬ 
panying them shouted to on¬ 
lookers, “Sandwiches for dem¬ 
ocracy!” 


Other anti-coup activists 
have held silent public read¬ 
ings of symbolic works such 
as Nineteen Eighty-Four, 
George Orwell’s indictment 
of totalitarianism. But the in¬ 
timidation level is high, with 
the authorities rolling out 
thousands of troops and po¬ 
lice whenever they anticipate 
a protest. 

The military council that 
took power May 22 has been 
the toughest post-coup re¬ 
gime in Thailand in more 
than four decades, sum¬ 
moning over 300 people per¬ 
ceived as threats to public 
order — including members 
of the ousted civilian govern¬ 
ment, activists and intellec¬ 
tuals — to elicit pledges not 
to instigate unrest. 

Much defiance now takes 
place online, where protest¬ 
ers encourage each other to 
post photos of themselves 
giving a three-finger salute, a 
symbol of resistance adopted 
from the movie The Hunger 
Games, the associated press 
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Unity. UN backs Palestinian government 


A United Nations envoy became 
the first senior international of¬ 
ficial Sunday to meet with min¬ 
isters of the new Palestinian 
unity government in the for¬ 
merly Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip, 
assuring them of UN support. 

Robert Seny’s visit came 
despite repeated Israeli appeals 
to the international commun¬ 
ity to shun the unity govern¬ 
ment, which is backed by rivals 
Hamas and Fatah. 

The West considers the Is¬ 


lamic militant Hamas a terror 
group but appears to have ac¬ 
cepted assurances by Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas, 
the leader of Fatah, that the 
new cabinet will follow his non¬ 
violent program. 

The unity government re¬ 
places two separate Palestin¬ 
ian administrations — one in 
Gaza run by Hamas and the 
other headed by Abbas in the 
autonomous parts of the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank. The split 


between the long-standing ri¬ 
vals broke open after Hamas 
overran Gaza in 2007, wresting 
control there from Abbas. 

Meanwhile, Israeli-Palestin- 
ian tensions have risen. Last 
week, Israel announced it is 
promoting plans for hundreds 
more apartments in Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank 
and east Jerusalem, war-won 
lands Abbas wants for a Pales¬ 
tinian state, along with Gaza.

Egypt’s newly swom-in 
president vowed Sunday there 
would be no reconciliation 
with anyone who had “com¬ 
mitted crimes” or “adopted 
violence” against Egyptians, 
a thinly veiled reference to 
the Muslim Brotherhood and 
other Islamists. 

Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi was ad¬ 
dressing a gathering at a Cairo 
presidential palace hours after 
he was sworn in as Egypt’s 
president before the Supreme 
Constitutional Court. 

The 59-year-old career 
soldier did not mention the 
Brotherhood by name or sup¬ 
porters of the Islamist Moham¬ 
med Morsi, the president he 
ousted in July after just a year 
in office. 

Since Morsi’s ouster, 
authorities have staged a 
massive crackdown against 
Islamists, killing hundreds and 
jailing close to 20,000 others. 
The government has banned 
the Brotherhood and labeled it 
a terrorist organization. In the 
meantime, Islamic militants 
have stepped up attacks in the 
Sinai Peninsula after Morsi’s 
ouster and later took their 
campaign to the mainland. 

“There will be reconcilia¬ 
tion between the sons of our 
nation, except those who had 
committed crimes against 
them or adopted violence,” 
el-Sissi said. “There will be no 
acquiescence or laxity shown 
to those who resorted to 
violence.” 

El-Sissi also vowed to fight 
corruption at all levels and 
appeared to make an overture 
to the pro-democracy and 
secular youths, many of whom 
boycotted last month’s presi¬ 
dential election. They accuse 
the new president of reviving 
Mubarak’s police state, point¬ 
ing to a law passed last year 
that restricts protests as well 
as the jailing of a number of 
well-known activists.

Ex-PoW says his 
Taliban captors 
tortured him 

U.S. Sgt. Bowe Bergdahl 
has told people treat¬ 
ing him at an American 
military medical facility in 
Germany that he was tor¬ 
tured, beaten and held in a 
cage by his Taliban captors 
in Afghanistan after he 
tried to escape, a senior 


U.S. official said Sunday. 

Speaking anonymously, 
the official said it was 
difficult to verify the ac¬ 
counts Bergdahl has given 
since his release a week 
ago. 

Bergdahl, now 28, was 
captured in June 2009 
after he disappeared from 
his infantry unit. He was 
held for nearly five years 
by Taliban militants. 

Taliban spokesmen 
could not be immedi¬ 
ately reached for comment 


Sunday. On Friday, Taliban 
spokesman Zabihullah Mu- 
jahid told The Associated 
Press by phone that Berg¬ 
dahl was held under “good 
conditions.” The claim 
could not be independ¬ 
ently verified. 

Military doctors at the 
Landstuhl Regional Med¬ 
ical Center say that while 
Bergdahl is physically 
able to travel, he’s not yet 
emotionally prepared to be 
reunited with his family. 
He has not yet spoken to 


his family. 

It’s unclear when he 
may get to go home. 

Bergdahl was returned 
to the U.S. military in 
exchange for the release of 
five Taliban militants from 
the U.S. military prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

“It would have been of¬ 
fensive and incomprehen¬ 
sible to consciously leave 
an American behind, no 
matter what,” Secretary of 
State John Kerry said.

Gunmen disguised as police 
guards stormed an airport

Militants stormed the Ka¬ 
rachi airport before midnight 
Sunday and battled for rough¬ 
ly five hours with authorities. 


Meanwhile, suicide bomb¬ 
ers in southwestern Pakistan 
killed 23 Shiite pilgrims re¬ 
turning from Iran in a separ¬ 
ate incident, underscoring 
how fragile security is in Pak¬ 
istan. The attack occurred at 
a hotel in the town of Tuftan 
near the Iranian border. 

The airport attack was a 
serious security breach in the 
countiy’s biggest city. 

Heavy gunfire and at least 
two large explosions could be 
heard coming from the ter-

minal at Jinnah International 
Airport as authorities scram¬ 
bled to secure the area. 

Dr. Seemi Jamali from Jin¬ 
nah Hospital in Karachi said 
nine bodies had been brought 
to the hospital at the time she 
was interviewed.

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Mutual-fund 
success is relative

“My mutual funds have been 
doing great!” extolled a visiting 
relative, eager to gloat. She 
pulled out a recent statement 
and pointed to the six funds in 
her portfolio. 

Based on her initial 
purchase price and also the 
average purchase price over 
time, she is definitely making 
money. However, my relative 
certainly didn’t have enough 
information to declare them 
great. 

What was missing? In 
a word, comparison. Just 
because a mutual fund cost $10 
a unit a year ago and is now 
trading at $12 (a 20 per cent 
increase) doesn’t mean that 
the fund is standing on top of 
the heap. 

All her funds are issued

by Scotia Asset Management, 
which is part of Scotiabanlc, 
where my relative opened her 
RRSP. One of the funds is called 
Scotia Canadian Balanced. 

Just for fun, I decided to take 
a look. 

Despite the name, it has 
more than 23 per cent invested 
outside the countiy. That’s not 
a problem, but a key fact when 
assembling a portfolio. 

My relative started buying 
the fund in 2011 and it has 
been trending steadily upward 
ever since. So far, so good. Now 
to the comparison. 

Morningstar Canada gives 
this fund one star out of five. 
Oops. Over three, five and 10 


years it has been in the bottom 
12 per cent or so of similar 
funds. 

It also lags far behind the 
benchmark index. Eveiy fund 
is compared to an index and 
eveiy fund manager wants to 
beat that benchmark. In this 
case, the comparable index 
is the Morningstar Canadian 
Neutral Balanced Index. 

Over 10 years, the Scotia 
fund has produced an average 
annual return of just over four 
per cent. But the average of its 
peers, or the categoiy average, 
is almost six per cent. And the 
average index return for the 
same period is nearly 7.5 per 
cent annually. 

(These returns take into ac¬ 
count dividends and interest.) 

So, while this fund has 
made money for my relative, 
it is far from being one of the 
top performers. The lesson is 
this: you can’t know if a fund is 
good or bad until you have the 
comparative figures.

With bikes, 
buses, massages, swimming 
pools, dance classes, nap pods, 
parties and access to their tech 
heroes, it’s a very long list. 

“Unlimited sparkling 

water?” someone says. 

In the end, however, the bud¬ 
ding Googlers are most excited 
about the work. 

With summer’s arrival 
comes an influx of thousands 
of Silicon Valley interns. Well- 
paid and perked, young up-and- 


comers from around the world 
who successfully navigate the 
competitive application process 
are assigned big-time respon¬ 
sibility at firms such as Google, 
Faceboolc, Dropbox and Twitter. 

Silicon Valley tech firms pay 
their interns more than any 
other sector in the U.S., accord¬ 
ing to a Top 25 list of 2014 intern 
pay by online career website 
Glassdoor. 

Palantir Technologies, a Palo 
Alto-based cybersecurity firm, 
topped the list with $7,012 US 
average monthly base pay. Also 
on the list: Twitter, Linlcedln, 
Faceboolc, eBay, Google and 


Apple, all of which pay more 
than $5,000 a month, or $60,000 
annually if these were full-time 
jobs. 

And that’s not counting the 
perks, which at Faceboolc even 
include housing in this high- 
rent region. 

Max Schireson, CEO of data¬ 
base startup MongoDB, with of¬ 
fices in Palo Alto and New York, 
says that while there’s solid 
pay, with food, drink and candy 
around the office, there are 
limits. Ultimately, he says, “we 
want people attracted mostly by 
the workplace challenges.”

However, each year he does 
take one week off — to volun¬ 
teer as camp director for senior 
citizens.

Future has only been on tour 
a short while, but it’s already 
taking a toll on him. “It’s really 
ripping my voice apart,” he 
croaks through the phone 
while en route from Detroit to 
a show in Rochester, New York 
last week. 

Future’s hoarse pipes are 
not the only concern on his 
mind. The 30-year-old Atlanta 
rapper says being on tour is 
also doing a number on his 
heart. 

“Yeah, I want to be home 
with my son,” he says of the 
boy that his famous fiancee Ci- 
ara gave birth to three weeks 
ago.

The 45-date tour, which 
will keep him away from 
home until mid-July, is in sup¬ 
port of Honest, his sophomore 
LP, which arrived in March 
via Epic Records.

Trucker charged in crash 
that left Tracy Morgan in 
critical condition 


Actor and comedian Tracy 
Morgan and two members of 
his entourage were in critical 
condition Sunday, a day after a 
tractor-trailer rammed into his 
chauffeured limousine bus, set¬ 
ting off a deadly chain-reaction 
pileup. 

The former Saturday Night 
Live and 30 Rock cast member 
was returning from a standup 
comedy show in Delaware 
early Saturday with six others 
when the limo bus overturned 
on the New Jersey Turnpike 
near Cranbeny Township, 
killing Morgan’s mentor and 
fellow comedian James “Jimmy 
Mack” McNair. A Wal-Mart 
truck driver was charged with 
death by auto and four counts 
of assault by auto. 

Jeffrey Millea, 36, of 
Shelton, Conn., and comedian 
Ardie Fuqua Jr., 43, of Jersey 
City, were fisted in critical con¬ 
dition along with Morgan at 
Robert Wood Johnson Hospital, 
hospital spokeswoman Zenaida 
Mendez said Sunday. Another 
comedian, Harris Stanton, was 
treated and released from the 


hospital Saturday. 

The truck driver, 35-year- 
old Kevin Roper of Jonesboro, 
Ga., apparently failed to slow 
for traffic ahead and swerved 
at the last minute to avoid a 
crash, the Middlesex County 
Prosecutor’s office said. 

Instead, the big rig smashed 
into the back of the Mercedes 
limo bus, prompting a chain- 
reaction crash with a second 
tractor-trailer, an SUV and two 
cars, authorities said. No one in 
the other vehicles was injured. 

So far, there is nothing to 
suggest Roper fell asleep or 
was dozing, state police Sgt. 1st 
Class Greg Williams told The 
Associated Press. 

Roper, accompanied by his 
attorney, turned himself in to 
state police. He was released 
on $50,000 bail Saturday night, 
Wal-Mart spokesman David 
Tovar said Sunday. 

Wal-Mart president Bill 
Simon said in a statement that 
the company “will take full 
responsibility” if authorities 
determine its truck caused the

Have you ever wondered if how 
you pay for something affects 
how much you’re willing to 
spend? Is it harder to part with 
cash than to slide your credit 
card through the machine? 
You betcha! 

A study fittingly entitled 
Monopoly Money in the Jour¬ 
nal of Experimental Psychol¬ 
ogy reveals that shopping with 
cash discourages spending, 
while using credit or gift cards 
actually encourages it. 

Researchers Priya Raghu- 
bir (New York University) and 
Joydeep Srivastava (University 
of Maiyland) say that “using a 
less transparent form of pay¬ 
ment, such as a credit card or a 
gift card, lowers the vividness 
with which one feels that one 
is parting with real money, 
thereby encouraging spending 

If you did not have access to 
credit of any kind — no credit 
cards, no line of credit, no 
overdraft protection, no loans 
— would you be as willing to 
drop gobs of your hard-earned 
money on stuff knowing full 


well you wouldn’t be able to 
pay the rent or mortgage? Or 
is it the fact that you can defer 
feeling the pain of payment 
that lets you convince yourself 
that you can have that shiny 
new somethin’-or-’nother? 

I’ve worked with a lot of 
people who whine about how 
much debt they have. They 
sigh despondently when they 
consider that they may never 
shake free of the burden. But 
those same people are quite 


willing to swipe their cards to 
buy a snappy new pair of sun¬ 
glasses. 

People are always promis¬ 
ing themselves that they will 
stop using their credit cards 
until their debt is paid off. In 
the end they’re left with a trail 
of broken promises. If you’re 
prone to forgetting the real¬ 
ity of your financial circum¬ 
stances when the gimmes grab 
you, this next idea is for you. 

Make yourself a credit card 


condom, and eveiy time you 
pull out your credit card you’ll 
be reminded of what you’re 
doing relative to your current 
financial situation. 

What’s the magic? A credit 
card condom is an envelope 
into which your card slips 
snugly, which carries a pertin¬ 
ent message to stop you from 
going further into debt. If 
you’ve ever stayed in a hotel, 
it looks a lot like the sheath 
they slip your room key-card 
into. But instead of a logo, your 
credit card condom will carry a 
message designed to make you 
stop and think:

Will buying 
this (whatever) get you closer 
to that goal? 

• You’re setting up an RESP. 
Spend now, or use this money 
to prepare Baby Kris for the 
future! 

• You want to be debt-free 
in nine months? Instead of 
buying this, make a payment 
on your debt! 

You can also make your 
credit card condom some¬ 
thing you can use to track 
how you’re doing. Let’s say 
you decide you want to have 
$1,000 saved for an emergency 
by the end of the year. Write

If you need more of a re¬ 
minder than words provide, 
create a credit card condom 
or a debit dinger with a pic¬ 
ture of whatever it is you’re 
trying to achieve: A picture 
of a beautiful house if you’re 
saving for a down payment, a 
picture of a gorgeous beach 
if you’re setting aside money 
for a vacation, or a picture of 
your son or daughter if you’re 
trying to build a school fund. 


your goal on your credit card 
condom. Each time you choose 
not to spend money on the 
card, move that money to your 
emergency fund and add it to 
your total on your credit card 
condom. 

While you’re at it, make 
yourself a debit dinger (Aus¬ 
tralian for condom) into which 
you can slide your debit card 
so that each time you pull it 
out to make a purchase you’re 
reminded of something that is 
more important than blowing 
bucks on bull. 

The point of the credit card 
condom or debit dinger is to 
keep you conscious of what 
you’re trying to accomplish so 
the numbing out that comes 
with using plastic doesn’t hap¬ 
pen to you.

Want a happy marriage? Catch Zs together 


Synchronized sleep. 

Women who snooze at 
the same time as their 
sweetie are more blissful 


Whether or not a couple is 
able to synchronize sleep pat¬ 
terns may be linked to a wife’s 
satisfaction with the marriage, 
according to a small new study. 

“Most of what is known 
about sleep comes from study¬ 
ing it at the individual level; 
however, for most adults, sleep 
is a shared behaviour between 
bed partners,” said lead author 
Heather Gunn of the Sleep 
Medicine Institute at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh. “How 


couples sleep together may in¬ 
fluence, and be influenced by, 
their relationship functioning.” 

Researchers tracked the 
sleep patterns of 46 couples 
over a 10-day period. Each par¬ 
ticipant was asked to assess 
their relationship. 

Results showed that couples 
were awake or asleep together 
an average of 75 per cent of 
the time, and that number in¬ 
creased with the wives’ level of 
satisfaction. 

“The sleep of married 
couples is more in sync on a 
minute-by-minute basis than 
the sleep of random individ¬ 
uals,” said Gunn. “This suggests 
that our sleep patterns are 
regulated not only by when we 
sleep, but also by with whom 


we sleep.” 

Indeed, in 2010, Wendy M. 
Troxel, assistant professor of 
psychiatry at the University of 
Pittsburgh School of Medicine, 
completed a study that found 
the presence of a partner indi¬ 
cated better sleep quality for 
women. 

The following year, Troxel 
embarked on research that 
found that negative inter¬ 
actions between couples were 
more likely to occur as a result 
of poor sleep on the part of the 
woman rather than the man. 

“Wives who took longer 
to fall asleep the night before 
reported poorer marital func¬ 
tioning the next day, and so did 
their husbands,” said Troxel.

With a few million students 
graduating this month, 
there’s even more competi¬ 
tion for jobs. 

The good news is that 
post-secondary hiring has in¬ 
creased by 7.8 per cent rela¬ 
tive to 2013, reports the U.S. 
National Association of Col¬ 
leges and Employers. Still, it’s 
very competitive and gradu¬ 
ates have to put a lot of work 
in to stand out. 

In a new study in partner¬ 
ship with Beyond.com, Mil¬ 
lennial Branding found that 
73 per cent of hiring man¬ 
agers felt that post-secondaiy 
schools are only “somewhat 
preparing” students for the 
working world.

Don’t major in liberal arts 

Perhaps the most dis¬ 
appointing finding in the 
study was that only two per 
cent of companies are act¬ 
ively recruiting liberal arts 
majors, versus the 27 per 
cent hiring engineering ma¬ 
jors and 18 per cent, busi¬ 
ness grads. Almost half of 
all professionals surveyed 
said that they believe there 
are “no jobs” for liberal 
arts degrees. If you have 
majored in liberal arts, you 


should immediately start 
reading business books, tak¬ 
ing business classes, and get 
a mentor in order to fill in 
the gap. 

Develop your soft skills 

To no one’s surprise, soft 
skills were the most import¬ 
ant to HR professionals when 
recruiting new graduates. 
The top three attributes that 
companies are currently 
looking for are: a positive 
attitude (84 per cent ), com¬ 
munication skills (83 per 
cent) and an ability to work 
as a team (74 per cent). 

The best way to have a 
better attitude is to choose 
the right profession and 
company to work for instead 
of applying to random jobs. 
You’ll naturally have a posi¬ 
tive attitude if you’re in the 
right job and culture. If you 
want to be a better com¬ 
municator, make it a point to 
put your smartphone down 
and go meet people.

From your fridge

Ingredients 


• 2 tsp vegetable oil 

• l cup diced onions 

• 11/2 Lb ground turkey 

• 2 tsp crushed garlic 

• 3 tbsp barbecue sauce

Everyone loves a great burger 
during the summer months, 
especially when made on the 
barbecue. But excess beef 
is not great for your waist 
or your heart. I love to use 
ground chicken or turkey for 
my burgers. 

Ground turkey is one of 
the leanest meats for a bur¬ 
ger. Four ounces (125 g) of 
white ground turkey has only 
120 calories, 1 gm of fat and 



28 gm of lean protein. By 
comparison, ground beef has 
over 200 calories, 13 grams 
of fat and only 20 grams of 
protein. The key is to cook 
your turkey completely to 
165 F. Since there is not a lot 
of fat in turkey, be careful of 


over-mixing the ingredients, 
which will toughen the meat. 

The mango salsa is a great 
garnish over these burgers. 
It’s fresh and sweet and com¬ 
plements the turkey so well. 
Select a ripe, softer mango for 
the best flavour. I prefer the 


Indonesian mangoes, which 
are smaller and sweeter. 

Directions 

1. To make the burgers: In 
a skillet, add oil and onions. 
Saute on medium heat until 
tender, about 5 minutes. 


2. Place turkey in a bowl, 
add sauteed onions, garlic, 
barbecue sauce, egg, bread 
crumbs, and salt and pep¬ 
per and form into 6 bur¬ 
gers. Grill or saute just until 
cooked to 160°F (about 15 
minutes). 


3. While the burgers are 
cooking, combine the 
mango, red and green pep¬ 
pers, onion, cilantro, lemon 
juice, oil, garlic in a bowl. 
Mix thoroughly. Serve the 
burgers with the salsa 
spooned on top. 


Thai and mighty green mango salad 


Thai menus always feature 
this sweet and savoury salad. 
For the traditional version, 
the key is finding an unripe 
mango, one that’s still firm. 
But a ripe mango makes for 
a delicious sweeter salad, 
equally good. 

This salad is perfect to 
serve before a rice-noodle 
type of dish such as Pad Thai. 
You can always make this 
salad early in the day to al¬ 
low the dressing to enhance 
the flavours of the salad. You 
can also serve this alongside 
grilled fish or chicken. If you 


like more heat, use the seeds 
of the jalapeno. 

Directions 

1. To make the salad: Place 
the mango, red pepper, onion, 
mint and cilantro in a serving 
bowl. 

2. To make the dressing: 
Whisk together the soy sauce, 
lime juice, sesame oil, fish 
sauce and brown sugar in a 
small bowl.

The New York Rangers re¬ 
turned home Sunday with a 
bad taste in their mouth. 

Unable to hold a two-goal 
lead on three occasions in their 
5-4 overtime loss to the Kings, 
the Rangers had plenty to rue 
in Game 2 of the Stanley Cup 
final at Staples Center on Sat¬ 
urday night. 

But they were especially 
upset at a non-call early in 
the third period when Dwight 
King scored to pull the Kings to 
within one at 4-3. 

As Justin Williams moved 
the puck to Matt Greene at 
the point, the six-foot-four 
230-pound King headed to 
goal as he had done all night. 
Rangers defenceman Ryan Mc- 
Donagh engaged him at the 
top of the blue paint and soon 
King, McDonagh and goalie 
Henrik Lundqvist were tangled 
together like a three-headed 
octopus. 

King somehow managed 
to tip Greene’s shot from the 
point as Lundqvist was unable 
to move. 

Marian Gaborilc scored 5:38 
later to tie it at 4-4 and Dus¬ 
tin Brown’s tip-in of a Willie 
Mitchell shot ended the drama 
at 10:26 of double overtime. 

On the wrong end of two 
overtime contests, the Rangers 
trail two games to none going 
into Game 3 Monday at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden.
